W. O. P. Breckenridge 
of Kentucky. 


The Exercises Conducted by the Masonic 


Order—A Grand Parade—The Mecca of 
America’s Freemen Thronged With 
Visitors—Rain Does Not Interfere With 
the Enthusiasm—Ex-Gov, Long’s Speech 
Introducing the Orator of the Day— 
Puritan Faith Immortalized in Stone— 
Description of the Grand Monument. 


PLYMOUTH, Mass., August 1.—The grand 
mational monument in honor of the Pilgrims 
was dedicated to-day. The sons and daugh- 
ters of Plymouth were here in great numbers, 
also visitors from far and near. The weather 
of theearly morning was unpropitious. It 
Was necessary to view the parade from 
beneath umbrellas. The celebration began at 
sunrise with asalute by Battery A and the 
and the ringing of bells. The morning trains 
Drought vast numbers of strangers and a great 
throng surrounded the new monument at 9:30, 
when the dedicatory exercises were carried 
out by the Masonic Grand Lodge, according 
to the ritual of their order. These 
exercises were very interesting. 
The band rendered a chorai by John K. Paine, 
following which the song of praise written by 
R. W. Thomas Power was sung by the Temple 
Quartette. Following the song came the ad- 
dress of the President of the Pilgrim 
Society, ex-Gov. Long; the response 
of tke Grand Master, Henry Endl 
cott; proclamation by the Grand Marshal 
George H. Rhodes, reading of Scripture se- 
lections by Grand Chaplain, Rev. Charles A. 
Skinner; prayer by the Grand Chaplain, re- 
port on the examination of the monument 


and libations of coin and wine by the Junior 
‘end Senior Grand Wardens, 


respectively. 
The libation of oil by Deputy Grand 
Master Samuel Wells was followed by 
the invocation by the Grand Chaplain. 


Grand Master Endicott then delivered an ad- 
dress. The assembly then sungan appropri- 
ate closing hymn by R. W. Thomas Power to 
the tune of ‘‘America.’’ The exercises con- 
cluded with a proclamation by the Grand 


Marshal, benediction by the Grand Chaplain 


and the ‘‘Piigrim’’ chorus by the 
band. Meantime the procession had been 
forming and at ll o’clock moved 
over an extensive route in seven divisions. 
At the completion of the parade, the officers 
and members of the Pilgrim Society, with the 
orator, poet and invited guests, took their 
Places inthe great dining tent and the feast 
provided forthe occasion was discussed for 
an bour.

It was necessary to organize a form of civil 
government and out of that necessity sprang 
that noble instrument known as the 

SOCIAL COMPACT OF THE FOREFATHERS. 

That such a compact was deemed necessary 
demonstrates how — 2 — these ey 
held tothe separation of State and church. 
Already an organized church they, by their 
own convictions of the province of its powers 
and the limitations of its authority, felt com- 
pelled to form a civil body politic. True, emi- 
grants do not leave their country behind them, 
they carry -it with their faith and custom. 
Men die, these survive. They enter into the 
beliefs, convictions, life and hopes of 
composite people ‘who are born, 
trained and live under their infiu- 
ence. These forefathers brought with them 
their conception of England—their England. 
They brought no titles or ranks, priestly 
hierarchy; no ecclesiastical ranks and orders, 
no — system of fees. But they did 
bring with them monogamic marriage, with 
ite individuality and sanctity of home, the 
rights of the subject to the protection of law, 
the savredness of individual property, the 
precedent consent before the levying o taxes 
and the right to express in some legal and 
prescribed manner, their will for those who 
were to represent them in Legislature and 
church. It is not true, except in a narrow 
sense, that they were freed from the institu- 
tions of the Old World and at liberty to choose 
what material they would use inthis new 
world. Nomen wereever more fully com- 
mitted by the prepotency of blood, race, 
training, life and convictions as „these 
grave, earnest, heroic pilgrims, and 
the highest praise to be awarded them 
is that they were faithful to those convictions, 
steadast in that faith, unwavering in their de- 
vot ons to these beliefs. Let us be justto all. 
These were not exclusively theirs, nor did 
they alone bring them here, but this imml- 
gration was peculiar—that a church, as a 
church, should found a settlement—and there- 
fore peeuliar in the form of organization 
which this produced and in the selection of 
the persons composing it; peculiar in that it 
was the first colony because of its belief of the 
freedom of the church trom State regulations; 
peculiar in that it landed on ter- 
ritory not included in the permission granted 
to itand where there was no superior except 
the somewhat uncertain rights of the King, 
and, therefore, ithad to form a governmeut 
for itself; peculiar in the instrument which 
this exigency produced. 

TOWN MEETINGS’’ AT SEA. 

During the first year, under the compact 
made on shipboard, meetings had been held 
and some laws or ordinances enacted. These 
meetings were the first ‘‘town meetings,’’ 
which is the peculiar political feature of 
New England development. And, in the con- 
gregational form of church government, the 
congregational meetings are simply religious 
town meetings. The influence, educational, 
political and religious of these town and con- 
gregational meetings on the development both 
individually and politically of the citizens of 
the State cannot be overestimated. My coun- 
trymen, the manifest merit of those to whose 
memory that monument has beenerected was 
their loyalty to truth as they saw the truth. 
This isthe noblest attribute of man, that he 
can love truth supremely. The truth as we 
see it—to be loyal to that truth is our su- 
premest duty. 

John Boyle O’Reilly, the poet of the occa- 
sion, was then introduced and read his poem, 
„The Pilgrim Fathers.’’ 

THE MONUMENT. 

The monument itself, which is now com- 
pleted, is something of which any American 
can be proud. The highest praise has been 
given it by those qualified to judge both 
for its design and execution. It is sit- 
uated on one of the highest hills in 
the town, about northwest of the rock 
on which the Pilgrims landed and west of 
the anchorage of the Mayflower. It com- 
mands a fine view of the harbor and the 
hills and valleys which mark the country to 
the Island, and a beautiful panorama it is. 
Across the bay rises Captain’s Hill the old 
home of doughty Miles Standish, and now 
marked by a handsome monament to the 
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In Memory of the Pilgrims. 
austere warrior. Beyond lies Clark’s Island, 
where the Pilgrims spent their first Sabbatn 
in Plymouth. Next projects the headland of 
Saguish, and still further away the Gwinet, 
with its twin beacons and flashing lights. 
Opposite these the bold biuff of Mahomet 
thrusts itself out luto the bay, while nearer 
inland the thin ribbon of Piymouth beach 
runs across the harbor like an _ artificial 
breakwater to arrest the waves of the ocean. 
The monument as it now stands complete cost 
about $200,000. It is of solid Haliowell granite 
throughout and consists of an octagonal ped- 
estal forty-five feet high, upon the centre of 
which stands the figure of Faith.“ This fig- 
ure is thirty-six feet high and rests with one 
footon Plymouth Rock holding in her left 
hand the open Bible, while her right arm, up- 
lifted, points heavenward to empbasize the 
meaning, The ease and graceful poise of the 
figure make it most striking. The ped- 
exstal bas four large and four small faces. 
Upon the larger are tablets bearing the names 
of the founders of the colony and historic facts 
in connection therewith, while from the 
smaller faces project four buttresses or 
wing pedestals. Upon each of these is seated 
a figure of heroic size, representing witn the 
figure of ‘‘Faith’’ the principles of the 
founders. These are ‘‘Morality.’’ **Educa- 
tion, Freedom’’ and ‘‘Law.’’ On the 
faces of the pedestals at their feetare alto-re- 
lief tablete representing The Embarkation at 
Deift Haven, The eae of the Social 
Compact in the Cabin of the Mayflower,’’ 
The Landing at Plymouth, and »The 
Treaty With the Indians. There are re- 
markably fine pieces of workin marble. The 
Landing“ excites the most attention for the 
excerdingly life-like character of the 
scene. The stone - sorves to 
highten the chilly feeling which suffuses 
a winter landscape.

THE SCHUYLKILL’S BOOM. 


PARK DRIVES SUBMERGED AND OTHER 
PROPERTY BADLY DAMAGED. } 


Extent of the Destructive Overflow—A 
Brakeman’s Foolish Prank Results 
Seriously—The Oxford Accident—Fired 
by Lightaing—Wreck at Joliet, III.— 
Baileys Gulch Cyclone—Crushed to 
Death. : 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., August 1.—The waters 
in the Schuylkill River attained the highest 
point reached in this city for twenty years, 
inyolving destruction to property estimated 
at from $10,000 to $20,000. The park drives 
were submerged, boat - houses flooded 
and some of the streets near the river banks 
were under water to a depth of between 
four and five feet. The cellars of 
two paper mills and about a 
dozen houses were flooded. The coffer- 
dam ofthe new Reading Railroad bridge at 
the Falls of Schuylkill was washed away, en- 
tailing a loss of about $5,000. All work at 
Manayunk and the Pencoyd Iron-works op- 
posite was stopped owing to the encroach- 
ment of the waters. But one fatal accident 
was reported—the drowning of Samuel Dallas, 
aged 14 years, who, with three other boys 
was playin’ in the water on a floating 
shanty. Throughout the eastern section 
of the State the rainfall was very 
heavy. Many houses and milis along the 


Brandywine Creek, in the vicinity of West 
Chester and Downington, were flooded and 
business was seriously interrupted. At WIII. 
lams port the bridges of the Susquebanna had 
to be ballasted with heavily laden coal Cars. 
A large section of the Schuylkill Valley in the 
vicinity of Norristown and Conshohocken was 
almost entirely under water. Considerable 
damage was done, but no lives were reported 
lost in the State. Reports received to-day are 
to the effect that the water in nearly all the 
larger streams is subsiding.

Shields was riding on thetop ofa 
caboose at the end of his train yesterday when 
it es switch at Provost street where 
Quinlan was standing. The train was not all 
made up, and there was a coll of bell rope ly- 
ing on the roof of the caboose, One end of it 
was attached toa hook in the roof so that it 
could not belost. Shields thought he would 
bave some fun with Quinlan and he 
took the coil and swinging it round his head 
cowboy fashion, he threw it at Quinlan. 
There was a noose on the loose end of the 
rove, but Shields did not know it. His aim 
was better than be expected. The rope 
straightened out as it reached Quinlan and 
the noose settied over his neck. The train 
was running at about seven miles an hour 
and before Quinlan hadachance to take the 
rope off his neck it was pulled tight and he 
was jerked from his feet and was dragzed 
along the track. Shields was paralyzed 
when he saw what he had done, 
and could only stand and look at 
Quinian as the latter was dragged over the 
tles and stone ballast. Quinian tried to 
seize the rope with his hands to loosen 
the noose, but he did not succeed. He, how- 
ever, got his fingers between the rope and his 
throat and in that way revented himseif 
from strangling. Shields finally regained his 
senses and signaled frantically for the en- 
gineertostopthe train. Ali the time poor 
Quinlan’s body was bumping over the ties. 
At Henderson street the train was stopped. 
Quinlan had been dragged a good long block. 
He was nearly dead of shock and exhaustion. 
He was rewoved to his home at 499 Henderson 
street, where Dr. Nevin attended him. No 
bones are broken. His injuries consisted of 
numerous bad bruiseson his body and a badly 
wrenched neck, which also was scarred on 
the back by the rope.

It would be the part of wis- 
dom to come to an understanding on this 
Behring Sea matter and, if necessary, protect 
the seals by international agreement. Any- 
thing would be better than continued winking 
at the buccaneering which is now going on in 
the Northern Pacific.’’

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TAXING CANADIAN CARS, 


A HITCH AT THE TREASURY DEPARTMENT 
OVER THE MATTER. 


How the Question Is Regarded by Secretary 
Windom and His Legal Advisers—Pre- 
vious Decisions by the Treasury Depart- 
ment—The Trarscontinental Association 
Mecting—Immigration Clearing-Heuse, 


By Telegraph to the PostT-DISPATCH. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., August 1.—There seems 
to be a hitch at the Treasury Department over 
the matter of assessing duty upon Canadian 
cars. It looksas though the loud protests 
from New England and from Ottawa were 
having an effect in mitigating the severity of 
the decision. Last Friday Assistant Secretary 
Tichenor was ready to make the decision on 
the lines laid down by the Solicitor of the 
Treasury, and so stated to your correspondent. 
The Solicitor, as announced several weeks 
ago, is in favor of drawing lines tight, of 
imposing duty upon empty cars enter- 
ing this country, as well as upon 
all Canadian cars engaging in local 
traffic in this country. The customs division 
of the department had prepared all the ma- 
erial for rendering a decision in line with this 
theory, and each day ithas been postponed. 
Assistant Secretary Tichenor said yesterday 
that he wished to consult Secretary Windom 
again and that his decision would not inter- 
tere with internal traffic. More than this he 
would not say, so that it becomes an interest- 
ing question what the definition of the inter- 
nal traffic is atthe Treasury Department. As 
commonly interpreted at the department 
heretofore, it does not include trafo 
from one point in the United States to 
another point in the United States. 
Such traffic is held to be strictly local, 
whether that is across Canada or not. This is 
the most important part of the traffic which 
would be interfered with by the restrictive 
regulations and includes New England short 
lines tothe West. It will be something of a 
change of front, even if the interference of 
the Treasury Department is limited to local 
traffic. The whole question arose upon the 
entrance of certain empty cars belonging to 
the Canadian Pacific Railroad and brought 
into Detroit by the Michigan Central. The 
Collector at Detroit complained to the de- 
partment, under date of December 18, 1888, 
and Secretary Fairchild, in January, notified 


him that the cars were legally subject to seiz- 
ure, but thatin the absence of fraudulent in- 
tent the Collector might content himself with 
collecting ie This latter was overtaken 
by atelegraphic dispatch which directed the 
Collector to suspend action until further 
orders. These orders have never been issued, 
but they were on the point of being issued a 
few days ago when the dispatches were pub- 
lished calling public attention to the matter 
in this country and in Canada, 

The Treasury officials claim to be governed 
by pure law in these matters and to be 
uninfluenced by the interests of a section 
or the representations of individuals. As 
a matter of law, if law be divorced 
from precedent and practice, there may bea 
specious justification for a restrictive ruling. 
There is no provision in the tariff act ex- 
empting cars from duty as imported articles, 
but they have been treated as not imported in 
the country for consumption or use, but 
merely as necessary adjuncts of other impor- 
tations. It would be somewhat absurd when 
free goods were belug brought in to tax the 
carriages which bore them. For at least nine- 
teen years the cars of both countries have 
movedtoand fro unhampered by annoying 
customs regulations. In a letter to the 
Collector at Port Huron, Mich., April 
28, 1870, Secretary Boutweil authorized the use 
of cars from Canada for both international 
and local freight, free of duty, and probably 
not one single protest has been made against 
the decision until the Collector of Detroit 
wrote to Secretary Fairchild. Mr. Fairenild, 
‘assoon ashe realized the paralyzing blow 
which would be given to commerce bya 
change of policy, directed that no sey be 
made. The present Administration has n 
on the brink of reversing this policy, If it 
does not doitit will belargely the effect of 
the attention which has been attracted to the 
matter by these dispatches.

DON'T LIKE THE BELT. 


Policemen Objecting toa New Rule ef the. 
Board—Inspecting Clothing. 


An inspection of the police uniforms of the 
officers of the Third District was conducted to- 
day by Chief of Police Heubler and Capt. 
Boyd. Those having good =s clothing, 
which is made strictly according 
to the rules laid down, will be allowed 
to wear it, but the clothing, which does not 
meet the requirements of the board’s order, 
will be condemned, and the owners will be 


instructed to file their measurements with 
the contracting tailors immediately. The 
new suite will be made of a different quality 
of goods from that now worn by the vidoe s 
and ig said to be better material which will 
come at a lover price. It will be of the same 
kind of cloth as that worn by the New York 
policemen, which goods has been adopted by 
the Police Boards of all tue large 
cities of the United States, and is 
made especially for the purpose. 
As the officers came to the station to-day each 
one carried a bundle of clothing under his 
arm. Some had their suits stuffed into pillow 
cases, others in satchels, some in neatly done- 
up bundles, while many of them bad their 
clothing carelessly wrapped ina newspaper, 
allowing the larger part of it to be exposed to 
view, while the paper tlew loosely in 
the wind, The drill-room of the 
station-house presented the appearance 
of a second-hand clothing establishment. 
Another feature of police ulpment that 
has been ordered by the board is the revival! 
of the cuatom of wearing a leather belt in 
which ashortclub is to be carried. Many of 
the officers are severely criticising this meas- 
ure, as they say that the belt will furnish an 
excellent band-hold an officer 
is attacked by a crowd of hoodiums. by 
which the policemen can be securely held 
or jerked about, whilethe club ean be drawn 
from the belt as readily by an attacking party 
as by the officer himeelf. If the police were 
allowed their own way in this matter they 
would unanimously boycott the belt and club. 
They say that there will be a dozen policemen 
slugged by hoodlums after the adoption of 
this custom, where there ig one slugged now.

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THE BIG SCHEME FAILED. 


EXPOSURE OF AN ATTEMPT TO SWINDLE 
THE AMERICAN GOVERNMENT. 


The Rise, Progress and Collapse of the 
Magdeburg Sugar Ring—Ex-Queen Nat- 
alte and Her Sen—Mrs. Maybrick’s Trial 
— Death of Lieut. Tappenback, the Afri- 
can Explorer—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, August 1.—Information was ob- 
tained last night from an absolutely authori- 
tative source of a most singular lot of facts 
about the rise, progress and collapse of the 
Magdeburg sugar ring, which hasan intimate 
interest for the American public. This syndi- 
cate, composed of one wealthy firm and two 
smaller ones, started in to buy allspot sugar 
offered in Paris, Hamburg, Antwerp and 
London as well as on the Magdeburg market. 
They were financed by Berlin and Hamburg 
banks, and under their operations the 
price of sugar raised to 29s per hundred weight. 
Even at the highest prices they con- 
tinued to buy, using all the 
money they could call up by margins on short 


contracts for the purpose. In this way they 
obtained control of 80,000,000 pounds of sugar 
and stored it all at Madgeburg. Then they 
sold the whole amount to the New York Sugar 
Trust, at what price is not stated, but pre- 
sumably atagood one. The contract with 
the American purchasers called for the de- 
livery in New York of sugar under 13 
Dutch standard, at which grade there wouid 
be only a moderate customs duty, and if this 
condition could have been fulfilled the rin 

would have received its money on a bDillo 

lading. But the sugar was over the standard, 
and hence the duty would be prohibitive. 
Accordingly, a plan was adopted of coloring 
the whole mass down to 13, by which process 
it loses one point in the polariscope as well; 
but to do this it was necessary to remove the 
sugar from the warehouse for a month or 80, 
and as the process is risky the banks refused 
to advance any more money. This was fatal, 
because the syndicate had spent all its own 
assets in buying, and therefore it had to 


close its doors and the scheme went 
to pieces. The crisis has been 
postponed owing to the  syndicate’s 


j since receiving some large advances which 


German financiers believe could only have 
comefrom the American trust, but thisis a 
mere temporary expedient and the great 
crash must come very soon. To understand 
the magnitude of the swindle attempted on 
the American Treasury it must be recalled 
that the whole transaction involved $5,000,000. 
The tariff of this German sugar in its actual 
state would have been 3.5 cents per pound. 
The Magdeburg schemers tried to reduce it to 
a grade where it would only be taxed 
2.08 cents per pound. The difference between 
these two 3 amounts would be $1,136,000, 
which would be what the Treasury would have 
lost by the plan if it had not gone wrong. 
Under the influence of this collapse the price 
of sugar declined from 29sto about 20s, and it 
would N lower if there was not a large un- 
covered bear account. There 16 great curios- 
ity among the sugar men in Germany and 
bere who know the story, asto what extent 
the American trust was involved in the at- 
tempted swindle and in the present effort to 
avert its consequences,

A curious way of making hay is very gen- 
erally adopted by the Finns.

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RECORD OF THE DAY. 


Some Remarkable Events That Have Oc- 
curred on August 1. 
From Lippincott’s Magazine. 

1464. Cosmo Medici, a celebrated statesman 
of the Florentine Republic, died. He was the 
son ofa rich merchant, was a liberal patron 
of learning and the arts, and made a large 
collection of ancient manuscripts. His bene- 
fits to Florence gained him the title of the 
„Father of His Country, and paved the way 
to that great power of his family which ena- 
bled Alessandro Medici in 1532 to subvert the 
liberties of Florence. 

1498. Columbus first saw the continent ot 
South America, during his third voyage. On 
the preceding day he had discovered an island 
which he named Trinidad. 

1798. The battle of the Nile, or of Aboukir, 
was fought between the French fleet under 
Brueys andthe English under Nelson. The 
English were victorious, nineofthe French 
ships being taken and two burned while two 
escaped. The French flag-ship, with 1,000 
men on board, was biown up, less than 100 es- 
caping. 

1831. The new London Bridge was opened. 
This replaced the celebrated old bridge, built 
more than eight centuries before. It had 
eighteen solid stone piers, with buiky stone 
arches, und was covered from end to end witb 
buildings. On the Traitors Gate, on the 
end towards the city, the heads of traitors 
were shown. It was removed on account of 
its obstruction to navigation. 

1834. The act for the abolition of slavery in 
the British possessions, passed August 28, 1833, 
went into effect. Over 770,000 slaves were 
freed. On August 1, 1888 slavery was abol- 
ished in the East Indies. Twenty million 
pound aterling were appropriated by Parlia- 
ment to compensate slave holders. 

1843. A riot broke out in Philadelphia, in 
consequence of the colored people attempt- 
ing to celebrate by a procession the emanci- 
pation of the West India slaves. They were 
assailed by a mob, who committed many 
deeds of violence. A public hall and a church 
were burned, and several private houses de- 
stroyed. Disturbances of a similar character 
occurred in otber places. 

1884. The celebrated trotting horse Jay 
Eye See trotted a mile at Providence in 2:10. 
This was the best record to that time. On 
August 2, 1884, Maud S. made a mile in 2:09%, 
and on July 30, 1885, in 2:08%, the best trotting 
record yet made. 

1886. A desperate effort was made by a Tar- 
tar to murder the Grand Vizier at Constan- 
tinople. He fired two shots into the Vizier’s 
carriage and then chased it with a dagger. 
His effort was unsuccessful. 

1887. Disastrous floods took place at the 
city of Augusta, Ga. One million and a half 
dollars’ worth of property ,was destroyed. 
Terrific storms of wind and rain occurred in 
Pennsylvania, West Virginia and Connecticut.

RAN AMUOCK IN CHICAGO. 


A Horse With Symptems of Hydrophobia 
Creates a Sensation, 


CHICAGO, III., August 1.—A horse with all 
the symptoms of hydrophobia ran amuek on 
Robey street yesterday afternoon, and was 
finally killed beneath the shadow of the Moody 
tent at Milwaukee avenue. No tiger of the 
jungle could have created more of a sensation 
or shown a more vicious desire to exterminate 
man and beast. Two men were bitten and 
eight horses torn by the teeth of the mad- 
dened animal. Athousand people joined in 


the hunt to destroy the brute. For two bours 
they charged upand down the streets and 
alleys, pursuing the pursued. Four policemen 
with Lieut. Penzen joined the crowd. Shortly 
after noon Mr. Erickson attempted to hitch 
his borse to his meat market delivery wagon 
in front of his store. The animal was ofigentie 
disposition, small, and without a trick or 
vicious habit. Whenthe horse was led from 
the barn he showed signs of anger. Sudden- 
ly throwing back his ears he sunk his teeth in 

r. Erickson’s arm aud rearing struck at his 
master with his forefeet. Theattack caused 
Mr. Erickson to drop the halter. Tue instant 
the horse was free he resumed the attacked 
and chased his master intothe meat shop. 
The infuriated beast than started scuth 
on Robey street. He put men, women and 
children to flight. He charged at 6\ery one 
he chanced to meet or overtake. In rushing 
after three women and several children he 
ran over two little girls, knocking them down, 
but — slightly bruising them. The others 
escaped, one of the women climbing a fence, 
and the others, with the screaming children, 
Tan up the steps and into the door of a house 
near by. When nearing North avenue Con- 
ductor Duffy of the North Avenue line 
stepped off his car and caught bold of the ani- 
mal’s halter. He W it was sim- 
ply a runaway horse. he animal made a 
vicious snap at him, catching his right hand 
with bis teeth and taking out skin and 
flesh. The conductor let go of the halter and 
N on the car, the horse biting and strik- 
ng at him. As the horse went down Milwau- 
kee avenue he ran at everytbiug he saw and 
took a peculiar fancy for attacking his own 
kind. yery horse he passed, and there were 
eight of them, he nipped inthe side. Hetore 
large pieces of bide from the ribs of some. 
Others he caught where he could, but always 
left the mark of his teeth. The animals thus 
injured in turn became demoralized and added 
to the excitement. 

The police finally drove the horse from the 
street toavacant lot. Lieut. Penzen made 
alassoof a clothes line. Standing on the 
sidewalk he made his throw. The 
line straightened out in regular Mexican style 
and settled around the horse’s hind leg. The 
animal started away and the officer tooka 
turn around a convenient post. This upset 
the horse and ina moment four bullets were 
fired into the horse’s head. Conductor Duffy 
had his hand immediately cauterized. He 
and his family are in an agony of fright as to 
the results that may follow the bite. Heisin 
great pain. Mr. Erickson called in a physi- 
cian and had his wound dressed. He says he 
thinks the horse was bitten by a mad dog 
about two weeks ago. 


THE STANDING ROCK MEETINGS, 


Gen. Crook’s Telling Speech Urging the In- 
dians to Sign. 


STANDING ROCK AGENCY, Dak., August 1.— 
At Tuesday night’s council of the Indians 
there were many interesting speeches and 
many exciting scenes. John Grass repeated 
to the Indians the statement made by him to 
the Commissioners regarding the promise to 
pay Red Cloud $28,000 for ponies. He warned 
the Indians of the Standing Rork Agency 


against being used as tools in the interest 
either of Red Cloud or the Government, and 
expressed the belief that if the Indians at this 
agency stand firm the reservation will not 
be opened. Other chiefs also addressed 
the red men. The Indians all paid 
the Commissioners compliments, saying 
that the commission was much more Satisfac- 
tory to them than the one which was here a 
year ago. At the council yesterday the In- 
dians were informed that no more meet- 
ines for the explanation of the treaty would 
be held. John Grass repeated his objections, 
chief among which is the price offered. Maj. 
Warner replied to Grass, answering bis ob- 
jections an and his In- 
dians on the progress they have made in ag- 
riculture and civilization. The Major madea 
most telling speech on the reds, for he met 
every objection and explained the provisions 
of the treaty of 1868 which the Government is 
charged with violating, But the speech of the 
conference and one that will never be forgot- 
ten by the Indians, was made by Gen. Crook, 
wko said among other things: . 

„J have already intimated that unless you 
accept the treaty this land may be taken from 
youanyway. Myreasons for thigking so are 
as follows: Dakota, Montana and Washing- 
ton Territory have only one representative 
each in Congress and do not bavea vote. 
Thus, in the past the cries of Dakotans for the 
opening of this reservation had little weight 
but after October next they will be States and 
will have four Representatives and eight Sen- 
ators, and then when they ask that these 
reservations be opened the red man’s voice 
will be small and hewillbe crowded to one 
side. I assure you that you are getting the 
best terms that willever be offered you, and 
unless you oases’ yes will not get more than 

ou were offered a year ago. The Great 

ather does not want to deal with the chiefs 
alone; he wants every Indian on the 
reservation to express his desires that 
they may be gratified. You are the equals of 
the whites mentally and physically and there is 
no reason why you should not be placed on 
equal footing if you continue to progress. 
You must provide for the future. You love 
your families and you want to know-what WII 
become ofthem when you aregone, If you 
accept this treaty and take your land like the 
whites it can never be taken from you and 
willbe your children’s when you die. You 
will see that the Government is your friend. 

The General’sspeech was the hit of the week 
and the Indians feel that he told them many 
truths. The rolls for signatures will be 
opened this morning and there is a belief that 
some #ill sign, although the chiefs assert that 
the Indians are unanimously opposed.

Laws’ Old Place—Great Difficulty Ex- 
perienced in Getting a Quorum of the 
Board Together—Three Important Va- 
cancies in the University Faculty to Be 


N adjourned 
meeting of the 
Board of Cu- 
rators of the 
State Univer- 
sity, called for 
10 o’clock this 
morning at the 
Lindell Hotel, 
was postponed 
until this even- 
ing owing to 
the absence of 
Judge B. M. 
Dilley of Cald- 
well County 
and Mr. Calvin 
C. Burns of St. 
Joseph, Buch- 
— anan County, 
whose presence is necessary to a quorum. 

For some unaccountable reason the two va- 
cancies on the board have not been filed and, 
as under the statutes, seven out 
of nine members are necessary to 4a 
quorum, it is a difficult matter to get them all 
together at one time for the transaction of 
business. This difficulty is increased by the 
fact that the members of the board must be 
appointed from different Congressional dis- 
tricts Inthe State. The last meeting of the 
Curators at Columbia, the seat of the Univer- 
sity, on July A. was adjourned because of the 
unavoidable absence of the members. Under 
the existing circumstances the board can’t 
spare a single member, one absentee leaving 
them withouta legal quorum. The Curators 
who arrived this morning and registered at the 
Lindell are, Judge Jobn Hinton of 
Columbia, President of the board; Judge R. 
B. Oliver of New Madrid, Gen. E. T. Mitchell 
of Rolla, ex-Congressman Rothwell of 
Moberly and Gardnér Lathrop of Kansas 
City. Messrs. Burns and Dilley are expected 
this evening and if they arrive the board will 
hold a session this evening. 

Aside from 

THE REGULAR BUSINESS 
of the university which usually falls to the lot 
ofthe board, the principal business which 
they will consider, should they succeed in 
obtaining the much desired quorum, will be 
the filling of three vacanciesin the faculty, 


the Chair of Physics, Dean of the Agricultural 
College and the Presidency. At the last meet- 
ing of the board a committee was 1 wenger 
composed of Judges Oliver and Dilley and 
Mr. Burns to receive and pass upon all appli- 
cations for these vacancies and to recommend 
competent persons to fill them. Judge Oliver 
is the only member of this committee who ar- 
rived this morning and without the presence 
of his colleagues, who are in possession of the 
applications and papers of th committee, he 
is unable to furnish any definite information 
as tothe character of the report whieh they 
will submit tothe board. 

As will be remembered, oneofthe most 
sensational episodes of the session of the 
General Assembly last winter was the fight on 
Dr. 8. S. Laws, then President of the univer- 
sity, and his triend, Prof. Sanborn, Dean of 
the much abused Agricultural College.

FRACTIONAL GAS SCRIP, 


|, The Holders of It Considerably Confused 


as to What to Do With It. 


A great deal of confusion in gas circles has 
been caused during the last few days, since 
the receipt of the gas securities issued by H. 
B. Hollins & Co of New York, in connection 
with the purchase of the Laciedeand Gas Trust 
properties, on account of the fractional char- 
acter of the scrip, issued in payment for La- 
clede stock and Gas Trust certificates, and 
exchangable for bonds and preferred stocks. 


This scrip is in denominations of $1 to §999, 
and is even in quarters and half dollars. To 
illustrate, under the terms of the sales made, 
the holder of 100 certificates of the Gas 
Trust received scri for $8,750 of 
the bonds and $2,187. of the preferred 
stock of the reorganized Laciede. For 
this H. B. Hollins & Co. exchange 38.000 in 
bonds and twenty-one shares in preferred 
stock. This leaves the former owner of the 
trust certificates in possession of $750 and 
$87.60 in scrip, which does not draw any inter- 
est and for which he cannot receive bonds or 
stock. The holderof 100 shares of Laclede 
is more fortunate, receiving an even $14,000 iu 
bonds and thirty-fiVe shares of preferred 
stock, but if be has 105 shares be is also left in 
possession of fractional stock. This fact has 
during the last two days caused probably not 
less than five hundred inquiries as to how the 
fractional scrip could be utilized, and many 
people 2 it have gone into the market 
to buy up the fractions necessary to give them 
an even amount. This, however, has been 
difficult to do, as there is no fixed market as 
yet, and the only guide to itisinthe circular 
of Hollins & Co., published originally in the 
POST-DISPATCH, bidding par net for the 
bonds. But while the bonds are in denomina- 
tions of only $1,000 and cannot be secured ex- 
cept on the return of $1,000in scrip, bonds to 
the amount of the scrip are held for exchange 
with the coupons attached and the same way 
with the stock. Recognizing this, and in or- 
der to straighten the matter, Mr. Jas. Camp- 
bell yesterday solved the question by issuing 
a cireular letter tothe old nolders of the La- 
clede and Gas Trust, offering to buy or sell 
the fractional scrip as they may select.

A GAILY DRESSED YOUNG MAN, 


He Appears in Judge Cady’s Court in a 
Very Queer Case. 


A case which savored strongly of the badger 
game came up in the First District Poiice 
Court this morning. Louis Marseilles was the 
name oftheinjured busband and Harry Har- 
rington posed as the Lothario. And a gay 
Lothario he was in bis spic and span swaliow- 
tail coat, wide trousers, low-cut vest and em- 
broidered shirt front. A high collar, a ‘‘stun- 


ner’’ ofa tie, patent-leather shoes, a natty 
straw hat and a goid-headed silk umbrella 
completed the list of bis attractions. It seems 
that this much-dressed young man was caught 
by Marseilies in the latter’s private apart- 
ments and, what was more, Mra, Marseilles 
was with him. The husband told his story on 
the stand.

Then I became suspicious 
and had commenced to batter in the door 
when suddenly the lock was sprungand this 
man Harrington jumped at me with arevolver 
in his hand. He threatened to shoot me if I 
did not get out of the room, and 1 left to get 
an officer.’’ 

Harrington then raised the question as to 
whether the woman was Marseilies’ iawfu! 
wife, and the latter swore positively that he 
could show the marriage certificate. Officer 
Quigley then told about making the arrest, 
and exhibited Harrington’s revoiver. 

When the latter took the stand he was all in 
a quiver. He told a pretty straight story, 
however, and Judge Cady discharged him 
from custody. Harrington swore that he haa 
been roped““ by the Marseilles woman on 
the street about 1 o’clock yesterday after 
noon, 

He only drew his revolver to de- 
fend himself from the attacks of 
one whom he had every reason 
to believe was an intruder. The woman bore 
an unenviabie reputation in theneighborhood

TO BE ORGANIZED TO GET THE WORLD’S 
FAIR. 


A Meeting Will Be Held in the Mayor’s 
Office on Saturday—All the Business In- 
tereststo Be Represented—How the Plan 
Was Devised—Mayor Noonan Talks on 
the Subject. 


N Tuesday evening 
about 6 o’clock Gov. 
Francis, Mayor Noo 

nan, Mr. Sam Kennard 
. and Mr. Charles Green 
held a long conference 
in tbe Mayor’s office 
for t. purpose of ar- 
rivit.j at a plan to set 
the machinery work 
ing for the World's 
Fair. 

The subject was discussed at some length 
and it was finaily decided to calla meeting of 
citizens in all branches of trade and to allow 
them to arrange matters. 

The various means of going about organ- 
izing the various committees which would be 
necessary were discussed. It was suggested 
that mass-meetings, or one large mass-meet- 
ing, be held, and in that way procure active 
and energetic men to act upon the general 
committee. This was talked over and viewed 
from all sides and finally rejected be- 
cause it was thought that possibly 
the co-operation most desirable and influen- 
tial men could not be obtained by that means. 
After the plans bad been all gone over the 
idea of sending out notices to 

REPRESENTATIVE CITIZENS 
in all branches of trade and commerce was 
adopted. 
In conformity with this decision the Mayor 
is getting up a list of about seventy-five men, 
including the hotel men, railroad and 
street car men, presidents or repre- 
sentives of the exchanjes, newspapers, 
steamboats, retailand wholesale trades, and 
all others. The idea in this is to get together 
about seventy-five business men who will 
fairly represent all interests, and let them lay 
a foundation for a larger and stronger organ- 
ization, which will have within it a repre- 
sentative of every interest in the city of 
The pian is not 
to put in power the first gentleman called 
upon, but is rather calculated as a sort of 
foundation for the whole structure. The 
notices will be sent outand the meeting will 
be held in the Mayor’e office on Saturday 
afternoon, when a line of action to be followed 
hereafter will be laid out. 
MAYOR NOONAN 
said to-day: ‘‘Gov. Francis, Mr. Kennard and 
Mr. Green were up here on Tuesday afternoon 
and we talked the whole matter over very 
thoroughly. None of us felt warranted in 
assuming very much authority and did not 
want to act or speak for the city or State 
without first finding out whether we 
were expected to do so or not. Gov. Francis 
did not feel that he could act for the State un- 
til he was given in a measure the authority to 
do so and f aia not want to commit the city to 
any olan unless I was put ina position where 
I could do so with the knowledge 
that I was doing what was wanted. 
Consequently we determined upon the 
course we have taken and on Saturday there 
will be a meeting of representative citizens 
from all the business Interests in the city who 
can take matters in their own hands and de- 
cide just how St. Louis will go about getting 
the World’s Fair bere, which is practicable 
and possible if is it only taken bolaof in a 
business-iiké manner without bluster and 
but with good hard work and serious inten- 
tions.

The Attack on the Pastor, Wyatt Scott— 
Saved by the Sisters—Peculiar Methods 
Adopted to Get Kid of the Oppesition— 
An Insulted Witness—Sister Jackson's

When Judge Cady, in the First District 
Police Court, finished the regular docket this 
morning he adjourned court for twenty min- 
utes to get a breath of fresh air before taking 
up the inguiry into the troubles in Mount 
Zion.

They claim 
to have removed him when he refused to re- 
sign, and in bis stead they placed Elder Hug- 
gins. Last Sunday morning in defiance of the 
Huggins constituency, Pastor Seott, neld 
services at Mount Zion. He was interrupted 


by Huggins and his followers. A fight fully 
described in the PostT-DISPaTCH of Mondav, 
resulted, and the police arrested the following 
charging them witn baving violated city or- 
dinance 1007, i. e., disturbed the city’s peace: 
Sanford, alias Bill Grayson, Noah Emerson, 
I. Hall, Joseph Johnson, Wm. Smith, 
Ephraim Finney and Daniel Curtis.

He Elopes With a Married Woman and Ab- 
ducts Her Children,

BurraLo, N. I., August 1.—Chas. A. Broeck, 
a printer, on Tuesday abducted pretty Lavina 
Schwinn, the 17-year-old daughter of a woman 
with whom he eloped to Canada four years 
ago. Mrs. Jacob Schwinn, with her husband, 
kept an umbrella store at Genesee and Elliott 
streets when she eloped. She left behind her 
two little daughters, Lavina and Bessie, then 


aged 18 and 11 years. Jacob died a year 
later from a broken heart. Mrs. uwinn 
returned, and was beaten in an 
attempt to get possession of bis 
property. He willed it all to his little girls. 
making his brother, William, of 121 Genesee 
street, the executor. Little Bessie waa stolen 
away to Canada by Broeck soon afterward 
and all efforts to get ber back failed. Wm. 
Schwinn, the executor, is now on his death 
bed in the country. Lavina has been living 
since her father’s death at her uncle’s house 
in Genesee street. Two weeks ago Broeck 
suddenly appeared in the city, clamoring for 
a settlement of Jacob Schwinn's estate. He saw 
Christopher Wagner, Wm. Schwinn’s father- 
in-law, and was toldtoskip. He left threat- 
ening revenge. Tuesday night he was seen 
by some boys on Oak street talking to Lavina 
Schwinn and a girl companion. The latter 
told the boys that Lavina wanted to get away, 
but that Broeck held her by the arm and 
would not let ber yo. Broeck and the two 

irls started down Huron to Main street. The 

ys followed. At Main street Broeck sent 
the other girl away, and with Lavina went 
down Genesee street, across Niagara Square, 
and up Staats street. The boys then returned 
to Wagner and gave the alarm, but it was too 
late. The police were notified and traced 
Broeck and the girl to Canada. Now that he 
has the mother and both giris he will proba- 
bly soon get the fortune left by his paramour’s 
dead husband.

Sullivan Arrested. 


New Tonk, August 1.—Jobn L. Suilivan was 
arrested in his room atthe Vanderbilt House 
by Inspector Byrnes on a requistion from 
Mississippi lost night. The requist- 


ion was placed in Inspector s 
hands yesterday morning by L. . 
Childs, agent forthe State of Mississippi. 
The Inspector, accompanied by Detective 
Adams, went to the Vanderbilt House at Lex- 
ington avenue and Forty-second street where 
Sullivan bad rooms, but failed to find him 
there. He was out riding with Muldoon and 
Charley Jonnson. A watch was placed on the 
house, and at9 o’clock Sullivan was seen to 
enter it. Byrnes was at that time stand- 
ing across the street. He went over 
to the Vanderbilt and went up to Sullivan’s 
room. The pugilist met him atthe door and 
said: ‘‘I understood you were coming for me 
and was just about to come down and give my- 
selfup. I’m tired of being chased about. 
He prepared himself to accompany Byrnes. 
In afew minutes they entered acarriage and 
were driven to police headquarters where Sul- 
Iivan was placed in a comfortable detention 
cell. Muldoon and Johnson followea them 
down and were much disappointed on learn- 
ing that bond could not be accepted for the 
big fellow. They ordered supper from a 
neighboring restaurant and remained with 
him until midnight. He was called into the 
Inspector’s office while Byrnes was telling the 
story of his arrest tothe reporters. Sullivan 
contributed no detailtothe story, but cor- 
roborated the Inspector when the latter asked 
him if that wasn’t about as it occurred. 
He was very dignified and sober. 
SULLIVAN DELIVERED TO THE SHERIFF. 

John L. Sullivan was taken before Judge 
O’Brien in Supreme Court chambers this noon, 
and through his counsel, Delancey Nicol, ad- 
mitted his identity as the person called for in 
the writ of extradition. He said he was will- 
ing to go South, and Judge O’Brien ordered 
that he be turned over at once to Deputy- 
Sheriff Childs of Jackson, Miss. 

INTENDED TO GO VOLUNTARILY. 

Counsel Nicol informed the Judge that be- 
fore the arrest was made Sullivan had made 
up his mind to go back voluntarily and sur- 
render himself to the authorities of the 
State of Mississippi, feeling confident he 
would be justly and fairly dealt with. He 
further said that when ‘Sullivan entered 
into the compact of fighting Jake Kil- 
rain, he understood that the battle 
round would be in the State of 
souisiana, and it was not until the night 
before the fight that the place of fighting was 
changed to Mississipp!, and Sullivan did not 
really know until he was at the ring-side that 
he was in the State 0 Missis- 
sippi. He did not change the ground, 
and he had no intention of breaking the 
law, buthe had no alternative but to fight 
or become a poltroon. Sullivan is now will- 
ing to go back in charge of Deputy Sheriff 
Childs as soon as that officer desires. Assis- 
tant District Attorney McDonnell then took a 
receipt from the Deputy Sheriff for the body 
of John L. Sullivan, who was then handed 
over to bis custody by Detective Adams. Sul- 
livan will leave for Mississippi to-night.

WAITING AN ANSWER. 


The Tobacco Men Submit a Proposition to 
the Louisville Brokers, 


The tobacoo manufacturers and buyers who 
are meeting at the Southern Hotel for the 
purpose of settling the differences between 
the Louisville, Ky., and St. Louis markets 
had only an informal meetingthis morning, 
and no work was done. The object of the 
meeting is either to compromise the rules of 
the Manufacturers’ Association concerning 


sampling and grading, or to convince the 
Louisville brokers and sellers that the rules 
now in existence are just and fair. 
The largest factories in the country and 
the biggest brokers in the Kentucky market 
are represented. Seven months ago the pres- 
ent rules were adopted and Louisville re- 
belied and refused to submit tothem. The 
result is that while St. Louis bought millions 
of pounds of leaf tobacco in Louisville pre- 
vious to the adoption of these rules, during 
the last seven months St. Louis has bought 
nota pound there. Mr. James T. Drummond, 
the President of the Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, was asked this morning what the con- 
dition of the negotiations was and he said: 
**Before I tell youl want tosay that this meet- 
ing has nothing. whatever, to do witb a trust. 
I understand that it has been said we 
are meeting for the purpose of organiz- 
ing a trust, but it is not so. It only 
bas to do with the purchase of leaf tobacco by 
the manufacturers. Louisville and St. uis 
disagreed seven months ago on the question 
of rules and we have not bought anything 
from them since, but we want to settle our 
differences if we can. We got along nicely 
yesterday and we are now waiting to hear 
from Louisville before going ahead. We will 
meet to-day but nothing will bedone until we 
hear what Louisville has to say. They may 
give usa kick, I don't know. If they do we 
will have to try and make it hot for them,’’ he 
said, with a laugh, but, he added, 1 
think it will be allright. I can’t say positive- 
ly that we have come to an understanding, but 
we are getting along all right.’’ 

It is understood Mr. Drummond submit- 
ted a definite proposition to the Louis- 
ville. representatives, and that it was tele- 
graphed to Louisville to be passed on by the 
association there. If itis accepted there it 
will be ratified here and will go into efiect, 
but if it is not accepted in Louisviile the old 
boycott of that market will be on again.

He Writes an Interesting Letter, Telling 
How He Bought It From James Chou- 
tenu—A. A. Oechsline Chasges His Name 
Because He Is Called a Calf—Divorces

A man living in one of the far-away Terri- 
tories of the Rocky Mountains bas written the 
following letter to the Judge of the Probate 
Court.

I am a strennger to you 
but I hope you will rith to me as I don’t now 
whotorith to but you. I wont to now how 
James Shouthou (Chouteau) will is adminis- 
tered to in youre offiss, an whos the admin- 
eseters are, if you can give me the infur- 
meacion. I bouth the land none as Shoothou 
pon, that is from Seventh street to his house 
on Eleventh street, and to wheare McDoules’ 
Colleg was. Ibouth it about the yeare 60 
and left itin his care. His dotter is wone of the 
withiness to the deed. 1 have’nt been to St. 
Louis since 68. I have been threw 
the Rocke montes since and doute 
now how itis left in care of. Of you can let 
me now I hope you will give me all the infor- 
meation you can and I will be for ever ablidge 
to you.

This freak of English composition was in- 
closed in an envelope addressed: 

„To the jugeg of the Probate Curt of St 
Louse Mosury.’’ 

This Rocky Mountain rover is thought to be 
somewhat mixed in his dates in regard to the 
Ohouteau pond as the valley was owned by 
the railroads as far back as 1855, and passed 
from the hands of the Chouteaus to the rail- 
road companies. It would no doubt surprise 
the writer of the letter if he should makea

Called Him ‘‘a Little Calf.“ 


It is the invariable rule in the Circuit Court 
that when a certain elass of suit is begun and 
mentioned in the daily papers others of the 
same class will pourin immediately.

days ago * man a pecullar 
name had itchanged by order of court, and 
since then three others have applied for 
change of name, while notan application of 
this kind has been mdde for many months.

Oechsline 
was born in Stuttgary, Kingdom of Wurttem- 
berg, and came to this country in 1880 and set- 
tied in Denver, Colo., where his brother had 
preceded him. His brother had changed his 
name to Smith and he followed his example. 
In 1884 he married under the name of Smith 
and his children have been baptised that 
name. The reason he wants his name changed 
is because the original name ‘‘Oechsline’’ in 
German means ‘‘asmall ax! and for that 
reason he was the subject of ridicule among 
his German frienda who would allude to him 
as ‘‘the young ax’’, ‘‘the little calf’’ or ‘‘the 
calf family,’’ while his American or English 
speaking friends and associates could neither 
pronounce the name when written or write it 
when spoken.

MISSING EMMA ETLING, 


Rumors That She Had Returned to the 


City Proved False. 


There have been rumorsof late that Emma 
Etling, who disappeared so mysteriously 
about six months ago, was hidingin the city 
and that her fatherand mother knew where 
she was. There were stories about a myster- 
ious visit which Mrs. Etling paid. abouta 
week ago, presumably to her daughter, 
leaving her house at davbreak and returning 
at2o’clockin the afternoon. Some of the 


neighbors were reported as saying that Emma 
was concealed in the house and that 
her parents were keeping herreturn a secret 
and worst of all, there was a report which 
some one, careless of a woman’s reputation, 
bad circulated, that tarnished the good name 
of the girl, and charged her parents with 
knowing of her sin. 

These reports were investigated this morn- 
ing and found to be not only untrue but with- 
out foundation. The Etling house, at 2629 South 
Twelfth, street was visited. A view of the 
house makes the rumor that the unfortunate 
Emma is concektled there absurd and ridicu- 
lous. It is alittle brick building, about 15x25 
feet. It contains five rooms, and from the 
house just north of it the interior of every 
room may be seen. The servant 
answered the ring at the bell, and when 
Mrs. Etling was asked for her reply was, 
„She is sick in bed, but I will see her. She 
ran up stairs, but in a moment returved and 
said, ‘‘Mrs. Etling cannot see you, but she 
saye you can find her husband at the brew- 


ery. 
Ar. Etling was found at the brewery and he 
was told of the rumors that have been afloat 
of late. They arelies,’’ he said emphatically. 
Say from me that since Emma leit we have 
not heard one word from her nor have we any 
idea where she is. We still believe she is in 
the river. I have just returned from the 
country and I inquired of friends whom I 
have who live on the river below here if any 
body had been found along 

since Emma left home, 

me no. We have 

trace of der since 

she went away except ber veil and cloak, 
which were found onthe bank of the river. 
My wife has been sick in bed for five or six 
weeks. This thing is killing her. She did go 
outof the house early one morning, but her 
visit had nothing to do with Emma. The 
engineer of the brewery got married at 7 
o’clock in the morning at the Monks’ Church, 
and my sister, who is a dressmaker and who 
made the bride’s dresses, wanted my wife to 
help her dress the bride before the marriage 
took place. My wife left the house 
in the morning and went 

my sister to the bride’s 

After the marriage she went to my 

sister’s and stayed there untli the afternoon, 
then went home and went to bed. Thkt is one 
of the few days on which she has been out of 
bed in the last six weeks. No, we have heard 
nothing oft Emma. We have nota single clew 
to what has become of her. If we had I wouid 
bade eng give it to the publicfor I know the 
public has sympathized with us im our 
trouble.

THE MODEL TRUST, 


The Linseed Oil People Keeping Out of the 
Market, and Doing Well. f 


In the general weakness of the market for | 


trust certificates, and in view of the evident 
intention of Eastern speculators to raid the 
market on Lead Trust certificates to shake out 
St. Louis longs, the attention of investors dur- 
ing the last few days has been directed toward 


the Linseed Trust securities. The Linseed is 
really a St. Louis organization. Ite certificates 
have not yet been listed in New York, and the 
managers of the affairs of the trust say they 
do not propose that they shall be, as they do 
not care to furnish another football for New 
York stock gamblers. They are also 
confident of their ability to ro- 
sist any attempt to drive them in. 
The manager of the organization of the Lin- 
seed Trust, which has never been made pub- 
lic, and which was entirely different from the 
methods pursued in effecting other trusts, is 
the main feature of its strength. In the first 
place, it includes every mill in the United 
States, and has adopted a policy of keepin 
prices on a reasonable basis, though in recen 
years, before the organization of the trust, a 
great deal of money bad been lost in the lin- 
seed oll business. When it was détermined to 
organize a trust, committees of three of the 
best oil manufacturing men to be found in the 
country, and all disinterested, were secured to 
make an actual appraisement of the different 
mills in the country. The local com- 
panies then subscribed cash to the 
amount of 33% per cent of their 
vestment, as a ne capital. That 
done trust certificates were issued for the ap- 
pralsement and cash subscription, three for 
one. Though this resembles watering, the 
trust managers claim that they have not in 
reality done any watering,and that the capital 
is only equal to the investments and the neces- 
sities of the business, and that they pay 4 per 
cent per annum, or 12 per cent on the three 
for one basis. The number of certificates 
issued, however, is kept with great secrecy, 
and even the general certificate holders can 
not learn the exact number provided for. 
They are, however, able to noldthe market 
very ee and to prevent speculation to any 
xtent.
